Violence and destruction have no 
rewards but poverty. The Virgin Islanders 
are paying the same price that Blacks in 
America paid for their mistakes. It will take 
us a long time to recoup the losses that 
went up in smoke while ignorant mobs 
chanted "Black Power.”

It appears that President Ford is in deep 
trouble. He's now being accused of having 
lied to the American public, He told the 
American public that he made no promise 
to pardon Richard Nixon of his crimes in 
the Watergate Scandal, prior to becoming 
President of the United States. There are 
now reports coming from the press that in-

don the .. er president if he became the 
new presiaent. 

In addition to the allegation of having 
covered up his promise to free the 
president, he is also involved in covert ac- 
tivity of America’s involvement in the 
Civil War in Angola.

This will damage the image and respect 
that President Ford seemed to have 
engendered in the hearts and minds of 
many American citizens. {It will also 
damage his chances of running for the 
presidency in 1976.

if President Ford's image is damaged, 
the Reagan movement will be enhanced.

_ That conservatism can even shift more to 


the right, as Reagan and Wallace become 
more seriously better prospects for the 
presidency than does Gerald Ford. 

There has yet to emerge anyone in the 
Democratic Party who would symbolize a 
power that could shift the American voter 
towards a more progressive stance. When 
we think of the crises this nation has ex- 
perienced within the last decade or so, 
perhaps we have not seen a crisis as 
serious and as traumatic as the one that 
might be emerging in American politics, 
and in the economic arenas, eas we are 
beginning to see manifested in the crisis 
of the cities. F 

We are faced with dangers far more 
serious than just the energy crisis. We do 
have some kind of energy crisis; but we 
cannot use the energy crisis to divert us 
from the*economic crisis of the cities and 
the political crisis that is coming.

Of all places, a worth- 
while comment, of possibly 
crucial long-range positive 
interest for-blacks who are 
living increasingly in our 
cities, comes from -the-old 
“law and order” former 
Governor of California, 
Ronald Reagan. When 
asked what he felt about 
municipal employee 
strikes, he tersely replied: 
“Muflicipal employees who 
strike should be fired.”

Blacks whose long-term 
destiny is irrevocably 
locked into qur.cities must 
guard, as jealously and as 
zealously as they can, the 
future resources of every 
major American 
municipality. 

As long as a decade 
ago, when the pattern of 

“white flight’ “to the 
suburbs beeame a matter 
of*national concern, it was 
being predicted that if 
there is a black ‘take 
over” &f city politics, they 
will find their cities 
bankrupt.

A $500,000 lawsuit, 
charging that Police Chief 
Earl Burden and four vice 
squad officers pulled 
images raids on a private 
club over a four year 
period, was filed last week 


‘in the U.S. District Court. 


David Collins, 940 €E. 
11th Ave., an officer of the 
Counts Club, 1396 Joyce 


Pennington, Charles F. 
McFadden, Thomas A. 
Williams, and Lt. Thomas 
Walters in the suit. 

The actian, filed by Atty. 
William J. Davis, alleged 


that members of the

Collins ‘charged that the 
illegal raids by the vice 
officers have continued for 
four years and on several 
occasions he was arrested 
and imprisoned without 
just cause.

Collins said his trial ended 
in Aprit 1975 with a hung

he was found not guilty by 
a jury: 

As a result of this 
“malicious prosecution,” 
Collins said he suffered 
damage to his employment 
Status, his credit, and has 
suffered extensive 
inconvenience, humiliation 
and embarassment, all to 
his damage of $500,000. 

He asked for $3,500 to 
cover his attorney fee, 
obtaining. copies of the 
charges and transcript of 
his trial, and to make up 
for pay he lost from work 
while attending the trial.
